Mrs, O. W. Gorski, Formerly Belle 
Silveira, Reduced to Want. 


Want and hunger shared by his wife who 
was Miss Belle Silveira, a Chicago artist of 
unusual talent, have drivén Otto Wencelas 
Gorski, stepson of Ignace Jan Paderewski, to 
@ point where he is prepared to sue for half 
the estate left by his father to his mother, 
who became the great Polish pianist’s second 
wife. 

Ever since their marriage, two years and a 
half ago, the young Russian and the young 
artist who cast their lots together have 
known only the comforts of a meager home. 
At times even those were lacking. Food and 
warmth were unknown for months at a time, 
and affairs have reached such a stage now 
that Gorski has announced his intention to 
battle in the courts for a share of his father’s 
estate. 

Romance Starts in Chicago. 


The heart affair of the young couple had 
its beginning in Chicago under hardly less 
cheerful circumstances. Before its inception 
young Gorski had been secretary to baron 
von Schlippenbach, the Russian consul in 
1908, when Miss Silveira wae a student in 
the Art institute. 

He went ebroad in 1904 and when he re- 
turned in 1906 a chance encounter brought 
him to Miss Silveira’s feet. He was on his 
way to join the mounted police of the North- 
j west Territory, and, stopping in Chicago 
to say farewell to his friend, Ralph Modjeski, 
son of Mme. Modjeska, he was introduced 
to Miss Silveira. 

He heard her story—how she had left the 
Art institute because of criticisms made of 
her manners of individualism dictated by her 
artistic consciousness demanding freedom 
and simplicity in dress and conduct. He was 
told that rather than subjugate her art to 
commercialism she had spent the entire win- 
ter alone in thé lodge of the Millard estate 
at Highland Park, a part of the time suffer- 
ing from cold and tnsufficient food. Her sole 
support came from the pencil portraits of 
society women, which slowly were bringing 
her fame. 

When he went to the Northwest territory 
he opened a correspondence with her. The 
letters told more than he had dared express 
while he was with her, and they ended when 
a telegraph message brought her consent to 
marry him. | 


Honeymoon Spent in Parks. 


They were married in Chicago by Judge 
George A. Carpenter in his chambers Sept. 
A 1906. Their honeymoon was spent in the 
parks of the city, principally Jackson park, 
near the entrance of which the now Mrs. 
Gorski had opened a small studio. 

The young couple then set out for Paris to- 
gether.. In that city was Ignace Jan Pader- 
ewski. He welcomed his stepson's daughter, 
and in her honor planned a dinner at which 
all of the bright Mghts of Parisian art circles 
were to be present. In order that his step- 
son's wite might feel fully at ease he ordered 
for her a gown that would not bé surpassed 
by any of those at the dinner. 

On the appointed evening all the guests 
were on hand to greet the new members of 
their circle. Fifteen minutes after the time 
set for the dinner there was a slight un- 
easiness because Mrs. Gorski had not ap- 
peared. A half hour passed and the feeling 
increased. Three-quarters of an hour gone, 
and the host was about to send to Mrs. Gor- 
ski's room, when she appeared dressed in 
A shirtwaist and a walking skirt. 

Wins Paderewski’s Praise. 

Shortly after this dinner Mrs. Gorski of- 
fered to draw à portrait of the great Polish 
pianist. He knew of the reputation given 
her pencil work and gladly consented to sit. 
Her only condition was that he was not to 
see her work until it was completed, 

When at last he saw the finished product, 
he was enthusiastic.

She has raised them 
with all of the care that could be bestowed 
on children, regulated their diet, and guard- 


be diphtheria in the family Mrs. Colburn 
hurriedly began to get her pets out of harm’s 
way. They had not been exposed and could 
not carry the contagion, so she did not hesi- 
tate to send them to places of safety. Some 
of them went to friends and some of them 
to health resorts, but when nine of them 
only were started on their travels the quaran- 
tine became effective. 

Although the faith healer is working as- 
siduously, Mrs. Colburn does not refuse the 
friendly aid of disinfectants.

He 
rounded out practically twenty years in the 
8 service. 

Before accepting appointment to office un- 
der Presidents Arthur, Cleveland, and sue- 
cessors, Col. Wright prepared a special re- 
port on the factory system of the United 
States, visiting European countries for com- 
parative data to make his work exhaustive. 

He was always in great demand as a lec- 
turer on economic and sociologic topics de- 
fore collegiate and like bodies, and his writ- 
ings have been accepted as authoritative.

Winnetka Refuses to Tarn It 
Over to North Shore Company 


: VILLAGERS IN HOT DEBATE, 


Committee Accused of Juggling Its 
Figures to Show Profit. 


Winnetka decided last night to retain its 
electric lighting plant, and not to turn over 
the street lamps to the North Shore Electric 
company. 

A resolution eee village to 
spend $40,000 in improving the plant was 
adopted also. 

More than. 600 persons attended the meet- 
ing in. the village hall, and more than one 
speaker was interrupted. while charges and 
coumterchiarges were hurled from the plet- 
form. 

The meeting. was called to hear the report 
of the village committee which was appointed 
five months ago to consider complaints that 
the street lighting was inadequate... W. B. 
McIlvaine, chairman of this committee, re- 
ported that the plant was a losing venture 
when it was established in 1900, but that it 
had been put on a paying basis. 

8. H. Greeley urged that the plant be re- 
tained, stating that it was saving the village 
$03,000 a year. He declared F. J. Baker, 
vice president of the North Shore company, 
was behind attempts to have the plant dis- 
carded in favor of his corporation. 

W. H. Burry hotly replied that the com- 
mittee was juggling its figures: In a vor- 
ous ‘speech, he roundly attacked the present 
lighting system and strongly advocated that 
a contract be given to the north shore con- 
c ern. 

The villagers prémptly demonstrated their 
a disapproval of Mr. Burry’s proposal and re- 
marks, interrupting him repeatedly with 
pointed requests that he sit down.“

speeches, and declared the plant retained by 
a majority standing vote.

PLANS FOR REORGANIZATION, 


Attorney Newman Still Investigating 
Report of $5,000 Bribe. 


Because of the time and laber required by 
other investigations it. was predicted in the 
state’s attorneys office yesterday that the af- 
faire of A. Booth & Co., the “ fish. trust,” 
would not be brought up for grand jury con- 
sideration until next month. 1 

The term of the February panel has only 
a féw more days to run. Even with a session 
on Tuesday—primary day—there remain only 
four or five days in which it can complete the 
work in hand. State’s Attorney Wayman ad- 
mitted he would be occupied with other af- 
fairs until the middle of the week at least, but 
he would not confirm the stae ment that the 
Booth case would be postponed for presenta- 
tion to the March grand jury. 

Beside the congestion of cases on the north 
side it was pointed out that the civil investi- 
gation into the financial affairs of the trust“ 
is by no means ended and that an inquiry 
with criminal prosecution as an object could 
not be much further advanced. This conjec- 
ture Mr. Wayman also refused to confirm, but 
he admitted that as yet na witnesses have 
been €xamined by him. 


Plans for Reorganization. 

The report of the postponement of crim- 
inal proceedings was said to have no connec- 
tion with a rumor that active plans for the 
reorganization of the Booth corporation are 
under way. That gtatement was given wide 
ciroulation and received much credence 
among financial men who have made more 
or less of a study of the success of the com- 
pany under the guidance of Receiver W. J. 
Chalmers. 

Ernest A. Hamill, chairman of the cred- 
itors’ committee, has been in New York since 
Thursday, and a belief that a long distance 
message which called Attorney Jacob New- 
man from the hearing before Master in Chan- 
cery Hervey Booth on Friday was from him 
marked the inception of the theory. 


‘Think Prospect Bright.

Wanders Around at Night. 

„ found that the fllaria was not always 
present in- the blood near the surface of the 
body, and further I found that it had pe- 
culiar habits as regards its appearance and 
disappearance there. I found that in ordi- 
nary conditions of health filarie came into 
the blood just about sunset, gradually in- 
creasing in numbers toward midnight, and 
then gradually decreasing in numbers 
toward morning. . 

“Thus encouraged, to test thie mosquito 
doctrine, I persuaded a Chinaman for a 
small consideration to sleep below what is 
called a mosquito house—that is to Say, a 
large framework covered with mosquito net- 
ting, big enough to accommodate a bed. 
This was erected in a room in which mos- 
quitoes abounded. 

“The Chinaman went in there in the even- 
ing and kept the door of the mosquito house 
open for half an hour, until plenty of mos- 
quitoes had entered k. Then he closed the 
door and slept as comfortably as he could 
until morning. Next morning I entered the 
house and found dozens of mosquitoes 
gorged with blood clinging to the walls of 
the house. These I transferred to malt bot- 
tles and examined them serially at intervals 
of a few hours or a few days, endeavoring 
to find out if the filaria was ingested with 
the blood which the mosquitoes had imbibed. 


Early Life of Parasites. 

**T shall not easily forget the first mosquito | 
I dissected so charged. I tore off its abdomen 
and by rolling a penholder from the free end 
of the abdomen to the severed end 1 suc- 
ceeded in expressing the blood the stoma “ 
contained. Placing this under the mic 
scope I was gratified to find that so far from 
killing the filaria the digestive juices of the 
mosquito seemed to have stimulated it to 
fresh activity. 

“And now I saw a curious thing. 
little. sack or bag inclosing the filaria which 
hitherto had muzzled it and prevented it from 
penetrating the walls of the blood vessels in 
the human body was broken through and dis- 
carded. The blood when it enters the mos« 
quito’s stomach becomes thickened in con- 
eequence of the water which it containe be 
coming absorbed. It acquires a tarlike con- 
sistency. This now tarry fluid seems to cling 
to the sack im which the maria lies.

wriggles 
away in a definite direction, as if in search of 
something. 


This discovery led to the chowiedge that 
certain kinds of mosquitoes the in- 
vigorated germs to humen beings and spread 
disease. By this knowledge Havana was 
freed from yellow fever and the construction 
of the Panama canal was made possibie.

i Joe Gans I decided to take a trip abroad. 


Can you beat that for a fellow whoten years 
before had been riding on the trucks of a 
train and slinging hash at a cheap restau- 
rant? But you never can tell. 

I rigged myself up in a swell layout of 
clothes and booked passage on the steamer 
Majestic. Finally I set gail from New York 
and arrived in Liverpool a week later, after 
a most delightful voyage. 

I was met by a committee of English sports 
and escorted to London. There I put up at 
the Hotel Cecil. I had a great time for a 
couple of days and then accepted an engage- 
ment at one of the big music hails at New- 
castle on the Tyne. I showed in conjunction 
with the Gans- Nelson pictures and proved as 
big a drawing card over there as I had in 
the United States. 

I was tendered a banquet by the Hon. 
Louls Zollner, Danish consul at Newcastle. 
Among the notables present were the lord 
mayor of Newcastle, Count Oubridge, and 
Maj. Harvey Scott. 


Bat Manages to Make Speech. 


The dinner was laid in the select banquet 
hall of the Northumberland café. A number 
of speeches were made and they finally called 
on me. I felt pretty good that night and 1 
managed to say that 1 appreciated the com- 
pliment. 

As I Stood there in swell clothes I couldn't 
help going back to the day that I licked the 
Terrible Unknown in Wallace's circus and 
had my coat and vest stolen, as well as my 
highly prized Waterbury watch. 

After the dinner the entire party attended 
the theater as my guests in a private box. 

It was in London that I had a good chance 
to show my American spirit. Asa result, I 
think I can truthfully say that no fighter 
has more friends in London than I have 
today. 

I met with such overwhelming success ag 
a drawing card that two days after my open- 
ing night I was signed for a twelve weeks“ 
contract in the city of London on the Hol- 
born-Empire circuit. Under my contract I 
was to receive $1,000 per week to show in one 
house at a time. I only worked a week when 
the Artists’ federation went on a strike 


The Artists’ federation consisted of prac- 


tically all the actors and actresses working 
on the continent, 


Refuses to Work as Scab.“ 


Naturally, as any American would, I re- 
fused to work unless the managers and the 
federation settled their difficulties. I waited 
around London a few days to see if they 
would settle their difficulties and then crossed 
the English channel, arriving at gar 
Paree.” I spent about a week sightseeing. 
after which I returned to London. Upon my 
atrival at the Hotel Cecil, I was served with 
a notice to appear in court and answer toa 
charge of breach of contract by the theatrical 
association with which I had signed. This 
suit was later settled by campromise. 

The following week found me showing at 
the Palace theater, Manchester, England, in 
an independent house which was not in- 
volved in the trouble àt all. 

As the strikers had not come to an agree-. 
ment with the managers’ association, I there- 
upon decided to return to the one and only 
country of the universe—America. I was in- 
strumental to a certain extent in winning the 
strike for the artists. I have received nu- 
merous letters from the presidents of the 
artists’ federations in the different cities of 
England thanking me for the grand and 
noble stand that I took in refusing to work 
as a scab while they were striking. Before 
coming to America I visited Cork, Dublin, 
the Killarney lakes, and last, but not least, 
the Blarney castle, and kissed the good old 
Blarney stone. 


Sleeps in King’s Suite. 


While visiting in Manchester I hit the hay 
in the same royel suite that King Edward 
used when visiting in Manchester. This suite 


is the most beautiful one to be found in Ens- 


land and is located in the Midland hotel. 
And they turned me out of the swell hotels 
of New York! Can you beat it? And they say 
America is a free country! 
The night before leaving good old Ireland 
I visited that wel: xnown coast town of 


Queenstown, putting up at the Queen’s hotel. 


Next morning I departed for America on 
the steamship Lucania, arriving on the even- 
ing of March 2 in the harbor of the great and 
only New York town. 

I was met at the docke by a throng of 
friends and sport writers that would do honor 
to a king. 

I immediately set sail for a return meeting 
with my most hated rival—JoeGans. I found 
it impossible to get an immediate meeting 
with Gana, K went after the next best 
fighter avallable.

Others agreed that I wae just as good a 
card, or better than Gans, and that Gans 
would draw for his end in a fight with me 
more money for losing than he would receive 
for winning over any other opponent in the 
country. 

This assertion proved correct, as Gans 
fought Spike Robson in Philadelphia, knock 
ing him out. Later he fought Rudolph Un- 
holz, the alleged Boer. He received for both 
bouts less than half of what he received for 
his fight with me before Jim Coffroth’s club 
on July 4, 1908, when he lost the champion- 
ship, We fought for a winner’s and loser’s 
end, as I predicted we would when we met. 


Signs Up with Jimmy Britt. 

I found it impossible to get a return meet- 
ing with the negro at the time and therefore 
signed up to meet my old rival, Jimmy Britt, 
at San Francisco, before the San Francisco 
Athletic club on July 31, 1907. 

We met in the evening at Dreamland pa- 
vilion, which was packed to the limit, the 
gate receipts amounting to almost $25,000. 

We fought at 133 pounds, weigh in at 6 p. 
m. on the day of contest. I was a decided 
favorite at 2 to 1 in the betting, as I had 
in the previous battle knocked Jimmy out 
cold in eighteen rounds.

How the Express Business Has Developed 


By Hollis W. Field. 


o matter where you live as a regular 
reader of the Worker's Magazine, 
there’s an ex office somewhere 


in reach of you in case you have need * 


for its services. It is about as nearly 
omnipotent as is the United States post- 
office. In fact, in the money order business 
it is a competitor of the postoffice depart- 
ment. and in this respect I would gét sore 
if 1 were a postmaster general in reading 
the advertisements of some of these com- 
panties, which declare they have the safest 
system in the world in money orders. 
Above the four pounds prescribed weight 
for domestic parcels post, too, the express 
cempany is a competitor, but the postoffice 
department never has seemed to care par- 
ticularly about the parcels business. 

To the average man in reach of his nearby 
express office, however, it is doubtful if he 
knows how many uses he may make of the 
company agent representing it, with his 
office, perhaps in the local railway station. 

The city man knows he can pay gas and 
electric light bills there; they II sell him a 
money order; they'll bring him an express 

a thousand miles and collect for it, 
* a package for him another thou- 
sand miles and accept his prepaid charges 

on it. 


Transacts All W Business. 

But this is little more than a beginning of 
what i will do for him. Does he know that 
in any town or city where the company has 
an agent, the company will send to any 
store in town or city, buy a bill of goods for 
him according to his directions, and deliver 
his purchases to him on express time sehed- 
ules? If at some distant point he desires to 
file a legal document the express company 
will receipt for it, file it, and return receipt 
for it. 


That person who from a distance visits 4 


city, gets hard up, and pawns articles of 
value in order to get home again on the 
proceeds, may use the express company later 
to redeem the goods and return them. He 
may buy letters of credit of the company, 
payable in any of the capitals of Burope in 
Duropean money, and may exchange United 
States money for the currency of any par- 
ticular realm of that continent; or, return- 
ing, he may ask of & to enter any import at 
any port, paying the duties for him or ship- 
ping it home to him in bond. In short, the 
express company, through its wide reaching 
. will transact virtually any legiti- 
mate business for him, the company acting 
as his agent.

Looking at this tabulation as comparéd 
with the figures of seventeen years ago, the 
most sigpificant facts are shown in the per- 
centages of increase in the number of the 
companies operating, the mileage over water 
lines, the number of employés, and the pum- 
ber of money orders issued,

Number Increased 90 Per Cent. 

The number of companies increased almoat 
90 per cent; water mileage was 68.5 per cent 
greater; values of equipment and fixtures 
increased 90 per cent; the number of em- 
ployés was 14 per cent greater, while the 
money order business increased 204 per cent, 
though only thirteen of » eighteen com- 
panies issued money orders, The carriage 
over stage lines was diminished by nearly 
2,000 miles, but on the other hand the growth 
of electric line business had increased to 2,204 
miles. 

In the operation of the express company the 
company ordinarily contracts with the car- 
rier railroad for the cars necessary for the 
transportation of its express matter. The 
care are to be run, heated, lighted, and carry 
the employees that dre necessary to handle 
the traffic. In certain classes of railway sta- 
tions the station agent may act as express 
agent and the premises be used for the 
recejpt, dispatch, and te storage of 
express matter. Ordinarily, too, the leasing 
express company makes a contract which 
binds it not to make an express rate lower 
than 150 per cent of the freight charge on 
the same commodity, while often the rate on 
merchandise is 300 per cent more than the 
freight rate.

Companies Own Some Cars. 

As @ carrier of merchandise and package 
matter of all kinds the express company hes 
been described gs buying transportation at 
wholesale and selling it at retail to the patron, 


While using the railroad’ cars for the busi- 


ness, however, the expreas company assumes 
all risk to the patron in case of damage or 
destruction of consignments. 

To this end the express company requires 
equipment that shall insure a degree of 
safety to such consignments in transit. In 
some cases, as in refrigerator cars for per- 
ishable goods, the express companies own 
cars built for their purpose. But the diver- 
sity of equipment necessary to the business 
and the investment in detail are interesting. 


Only twenty-three of the thirty-four com- 
panies are represented in this tabulation; 
but the companies named operate all but 
about 650 miles of company service in the 
country, so that it virtually is complete. In 
the seventeén year period the most marked 
growth in equipment is shown in the num- 
ber of cars owned—an increase of 213 per 


cent—and in the number of messenger 


trunks, which show 223 per cent of increase. 
Messenger safes have increased 121 per cent, 
horses 100 per cent, wagons 85 per cent, and 
office fixtures about 78 per cent. 

It has been cause for comment of the de- 
partment that only 289 automobile vehicles 
are in use by the express companies, and 
especially when it has discovered that 201 
of these machines belong to a single com- 
pany. 


* * 
How the Salaries Run. 

As of interest to the worker the figures 
showing the number of men employed and 
the salaries received may be looked into 
even a little more closely than the bureau 
has done, In the department figures the 
reports of twenty-seven companies have 
been receiyed, but these have left only 500 
miles of express business unaccounted for. 
For these lines a total of 70,284 employés 
earn a total of $39,401,082 annually. The 
distribution of employés and their earnings 
show;

On this basis the express business is not 
particularly, attractive to the young man 
fron@the point of view of compensation. Asa 
general officer of the company, even, the 
average salary of directing and executive 
heads is not large. At the same time there 
are only six companies out of the twenty- 
seven considered that are termed large 
in the dense of the report. From this table 
of total salaries may be deducted the follow.

Salaries Show Big Increase. 

But if these are not inviting salaries to 
young men at the present time they are vast- 
ly increased over the figures for 1880, bothas 
to opportunity for place and qompensation 
tor work. The increase of the number of em- * 
ployed in all lines has been almost 75 per 
cent, while the increase of pay in that time 
is almost 1465 per cent. In considering these 
salaries as applicable to all employés it will 
be remembered that many of them are agents 
in country districts where part of their in- 
come is derived from other business while 
for many of the smaller companies the busi- 
ness itself is so comparatively mall that the 
pay of employés is low. 

While the average pay of all agents is only 
$820 a year, the average for local office clerks 
is $670, while for drivers and delivery men 
the average is $540 a year. Kightv per cent 
of all operating go to the carrier 
lines and tosalary rolls and wages in the pro- 
portion of $58,331,353 to the railroads and oth- 
er transportation lines and $39,791,032 to sal- 
artes and wages.

Then there are 
malines or tulle jabot edged with a deep

One dressy and entirely new style biouse is 
shown. It is made of a lovely dellcate gray 
satin. There is a china silk lining, to which 
the long, tight sleeves of Russian’ lace are 
attached. The long effect on the shoulders 
is given by having a seam there, making it, 
instead of the usual five and a half or six 
inches, ten or eleven inches long—and fitting 
it down close over the upper arm. The lace 
or heavy plain net, with motifs set on (as 
one chooses), decorates the blouse in the 
back the same as in the front. Tiny silver 
cords, tied in a knot in the middle, apparently 
hold together these pieces of lace in ttie 
middle front as well as between the front 
and arm pieces. 5 

It is not necessary to have a boned Uuning 
for this blouse, but it would not be a bad 
idea. to put into it a narrow boned girdle, 
which will serve.to keep it in place. To get 
the best effect the material should be cut 
away underneath the lace, and the luce 
should be chiffon lined. The edges of the 
short shoulder cap are finished with an inch 
wide (finished) band of the satin on the 
bias. There is no back yoke, and the depth 
in the front is five inches down from the 
neck. 

To many women the plain, close appear- 
ance of the fashionable blouse of the present 
moment, combined with the long unbroken 
length of a tight fitting sleeve, is decidedly 
trying and unbecoming; and these women 


need have no hesitancy in putting on fancy 


sleeve caps and in having tucks or plaits 


stitched to a yoke depth. They will not be 


out of style, either, if they make their sleeves 
a little loose at the top. The colorings in all 
materiais never were more beautiful, and the 
shades are mostiy so subdued and. at the 
same time so rich that it makes a color 
which formerly may have been unbecoming, 
safe to try in many instances.

The lace used 
for trimming is Chantilly. 

The third blouse is made of velvet or vel-

OM the time our American Perrv unlocked 
the gates of Nippon to western civiliza- 
tion down to the present day is not a 
long stretch measured in years. But as 
far as the Japanese themselves are con- 
cerned it is a leap of centuries. Every 
art and science known to the western 
world they have taken for their own, 
until now they stand—the “ Yankees of the orient.” 

And milady of Nippon has been no laggard. 
While. she has been absorbing western. knowledge and 
culture at Wellesley or Vassar she has not been negli- 
gent of the gentle art of dressing. In fact, she has 
been such a proficient pupil that the ladies of the 
mikado’s court today, together with the other women 
of the higher class, vie with their American sisters not 
only in culture but Im the “born to the manor” way 
in which they wear their “direct from Paris” gowns. 
They have become, in other words, real “ citizenesses 
of the world.” 

But the average westerner, as an eminent writer 
of Japan, Mr. K. K. Kawakami, has asserted, hears so 
much about the daintiness and the moral and physical 
frailty of the Japanese woman that he is led to pre- 
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sume that she is a cute, innocent doll, having nothing 
to do but laugh and giggle. We are wont to read of 
euch pretty persons as Pierre Lottes Madam Chrysan- 
theme,” and cling to the belief that the Japanese women 
are all geisha girls, shallow, empty, and with doubtful 
codes of conduct. 


* * 
Geisha Girl Not Representative. 

The representative maids and matrons in the mi- 
kado’s empire are as far and above these erotic types 
as any of our feminine contemporaries in Uncle Sam's 
land. In stature and appearance they are as tiny and 
as fragile as any little women pictured in the Japanese 
art. 

But in courage, in intelligence, in moral integrity 
they rank with the most advanced of their occidental 
kins women. For the brilliant victory over Japan's 
titanic foe of the north she is just a+ much indebted to 
the quiet, gentle work ok her modest, gelf-effacing 
daughters as to the valor and pluck of her sons. . 

The committee of women attached to the Red Cross 
society, and consisting of some "3.866 members, distrib- 
uted throughout the country, has, under tts able ad- 
ministratrix in the person of Marchioness Nabeshima, 
rendered the country an invaluable service in recruiting 
ihe, Red Cross nurses from among the women of the 
respectable class who wish to devote themselves to the 
tending of the sick and wounded, not for money but 
for love of country and humanity.

Nurses Included Royal Princesses. 

Then there was the Ladies’ Volunteer Nursing asso- 
clation, whose membership included princesses of the 
family royal and the wives and daughters of distin- 
guished peers and military officers. There were the 
Ladies’ Patriotic associations and the Ladies’ Visiting 
association, who accomplished valuable work in raising 
funds for distressed families. 

The signal change wrought in the status of the 
Japanese woman, her westernization, is to a measure 
the outcome of occidental educational systems. The 
feminine attendants of the Japanese public schools 
equal if not outnumber the male attendants. 

The American Influence is largely responsible for 
and felt in this. Graduates from Bryn Mawr, from 
Wellesley, whose typical representative is the Mas- 
chioness Oyama wife of the famous Field Marshal 
Oyama, have carried back with them the spirit of 
American colleges for girls.

Adopt Same Methods in Nursing. 


The Red Cross nurses dress in the style accepted 
by the western members of the order, and they use 
the same methods adopted by the nurses.in Burope and 
America. The ladies of the court wear Duropean 
trains, and jewelry, and coronets. They speak impec, 
cable English, and entertain at an imperial drawing 
room or in their own lovely homes, furnished after the 
western manner, in a style that comports’ with the 
European cut of their gowns and the pure kings Eng- 
lish” they speak. 

The Japanese women who sojourn in Ameri¢a charm 
their gueste with their perfect and dainty savoir faire, 
their delightfully American manners, their immaculate 
knowledge of our American etiquette, apd their intimate 
sympathy with the American spirit.

> ‘body. The. following exercises, requiring no appa- 
fatus and so simple that practically every man and 


Woman can indulge in them, are declared by Otis 


5 Lambert, professional strong man and physical cul- 
Turist, to be amply sufficient to keep the normal per- 


son in health if followed out consistently and not off- 
set by bad habits of living. 

In regard to these exercises one point is empha- 
Sized by Mr. Lambert. They should not be overdone. 


"Twenty minutes, or half an hour, of steady work on 


rising in the morning, he declares, is ample to keep 


te average man in good physical condition. 


The first exercise consists in raising and lower- 
ing the body by the arms between two chairs placed 
back to back, as in the illustration. This exercise 
calls into play all the most important muscles of the 
body, and in particular those of the torso and arms. 
Two or three times will be sufficient to do it at the 
commencement, and even its performance once a dey 


m de of benefit. 


Will Develop Abdominal Muscles. 

The second exercise is particularly adapted for 
the development of what are probably the most im- 
portant muscles in the physique, and especially im- 
portant to the office worker, or any one leading a 
_Sedentary life—that is to say, the abdominal muscles, 
upon the condition of which the proper play of the 
digestive organs so largely depends. Standing with 
the feet eighteen inches apart the body is inclined 
Sideways, with the arms forming a straight line with 
the shoulders. The body should be bent until the fingers 
ot the under arm touch the ground, and. then the 
movement reversed. It is important to remember that. 
the leg farthest from the body always should be kept 
Straight. It should also be borne in mind that in 
this exercise, as in all others, there should e no vio- 
lence of movement. 

The back and leg muscles are the ones chiefly 
benefited by the third exercise, which consists of 4 
simple bending movement of the entire torso with the 
arms held straight above the head and the knees 
’ stiff. The arms are brought down with a slow sweep- 
ing movement until the fingers touch the ground. At 
the outset everybody may not be able to reach the 
floor with the fingers, but a little practice will un- 
limber the stiffened muscles at the back of the legs. 
The fourth exercise is the well known and much 
exploited one of deep ‘breathing. Mr. Lambert is 4

Walking Should "Be "Practiced Often. 

Walking is another thing which receives the 
hearty commendation of Mr. Lambert.

At the samy 
time he does not recommend a man walking to hig 
work in the morning unless the distance is reason. 
ably short. 5 

“When a man starts his work in the morning,” 
he says, he should be as fresh as possible. When he 
knocks off in the évyening, however, if he feels able 
for it, he certainly should walk home. If he does 
he will digest his dinner more easily and will sleep 
better. When the time comes for reat it is always 
good to be tired, although not too tired.” 

To sum up, the keynote of Mr. Lambert's system 
is moderation. To strike a happy medium is what 
he thinks should be aimed at. Oyerindulgence in 
anything, whethe? it be exercise, food, or stimulants, 
ta bad.

The bones of this nameless and humble creature 
were discovered by two priests in a famous grotto in 
the village of La Chapelle-aux-Saints, near Correge, 
France. They were so much like the anatomical re- 
mains of a man that they were given to Prof. Mar 
celin Boule, who is at the head of the government 
laboratory of paleontology, and Prof.. Edmond Perrier 
of the National Museum of Natural History in Paris, 
for €xamination and classification 


* * | 
Lived Thousands of Fears Ago. 
These eminent scientists now report that the skel- 
eton is that of the veritable “missing link.” It was 


buried in a shallow trench near the entrance of the 


grotto, and the soil above it contained the remains of 
the rhinoceros, reindeer, hyena, and wolf. According 
to the best calculations the cave man died between 
thirty and forty thousand years ago. He was about 
fifty years of age at the time of his death, and he 


seems to have came to his end naturally and to have 


been laid away by his friends. The body was lying 
on its side, with the legs drawn up in a natural atti- 
tude 

While the skeleton is that of a human being, be- 
yond question, there are many features and characteris- 
tics which show a strong resemblance to the’ ape 
family. The thigh bones are curved, showing that 
this first man walked most of the time on all. fours 
and that he stood erect with difficulty. 

He had a hard life of it, this first man. Profs. 
Boule and Perrier have decided that he had not yet 
discovered fire, and that life was one continuous struk- 
gle. His bones show that he had rhetimatism, and the 
remains of the animals found in the same soil prove 
that he was menaced by wild beasts not now known 
in France where he lived. There wert lions and bears 
and a species of long haired ‘rhinoceros that must have 
been particularly dangerous, Without weapons. with 
which to meet his foes he was forcéd to depend upon 
his wits. He had to hide from them or take to the 
trees if he could not run fast. enough to escape when 
they found him out.

Man and Monkey Are Cousins. 


The popular interpretation of Darwin's views is. 


only partly right, according to the modern sei- 
entists. They say that man did not descend 
from the monkey, but that man and the monkey de- 
scend from the same source. Prof. Starr of the Chi- 
cago university declares that man and the monkey are 
cousins, coming from a common ancestor. 

Prof. Starr has been studying some of the Chicago

descendants of the missing link—on the monkey's side. 
am spending much of my time these days with 
Mike und Joe,” says Prof. Starr, because these little 
apes are really man's nearest relatives among living 
animsie: as 1 look at them my mind goes back to 
man's ancestor, and they teach a lesson in evolution 
most strikingly. 

“No rson looking at these little creatures "— 
Prof. Starr still is speaking of Mike and Joe, the Chi- 
cago descendants from the missing link—*“ fails in- 
stantly to see their notable and striking similarity to 
man. This similarity, indeed, goes into minute details. 
Almost to a. bone the skeletons of man and chimpanzee 
are the same. This fundamental similarity in the 
skeleton is sufficiently striking, but it is paralleled 
with almost similar’ exactness in the muscles, the in- 
ternal organs, the arrangement of hair upon the body 
and the head, the expression of emotions, and even in 
many tricks and movements of the body. How close 
indeed the resemblance is may be further illustfated 
by the fact that the chimpanzee, like the human being, 
has two sets of teeth, the milk set and the permanent; 
not only so, but the milk set in both cases contains 
twenty teeth, the permanent thirty-two.” 


* * 
Occupies Eighth Position on Scale. 

But however cloge the chimpanzee is to man, this 
missing link which has just been found in France is 
even closer. “The remains are incontestably those 
of a human being,” says Henri de “Varigny, “it is a 
human being of, an early species, but incontestably 
human. If we make a scale of ten degrees, with the 
ape at the lowest extremity and mian at the highest, 
we place the gentleman from France in about the 
eighth position, extremely close to the man of the pres- 
ent day and much higher in development than the 
*pithecanthropus discovered by Prof. Dubois in Java.” 

“The gentleman from France,” as M. de Varigny 
calls this missing link man who lived and died forty 
thousand years ago, must have looked extremely like 
a monkey, however. He had a flat, elongated fore- 
head, and practically no chin. He had a muzzle, 
rather than a mouth. His teeth were large and his 
jawbone of tremendous strength. 

The signs indicate that this éarly cave man, who 
Was one-fifth ape at least, had -neither 
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raw, ‘tearing 15 177 animal fashion ‘with his. strong 


teeth. Upon the rude stone instruments in the cave. 


there was no carving, and their owner's artistic in- 
stinets were probably undeveloped. Because he had no 
chin, it Ip supposed that he could not smile, and the 
rude chatter which expressed his emotions must have 


been far removed from the complexities of modern 


language. 


Chimpanzee Like 0 hild When. Tickled: 


If the missing link could not smile, be seems to 


have been more primitive than the Chicago chimpanzee 


which Prof. Starr has been studying, for the profes- 
sor says that “when tickled the chimpanzee acts ab 
most exactly as a child would, and all authorities agree 
I think with justice in speaking of its smile and laugh. 
It is true, however, that this laugh is usually unac- 
companied by any sound.” 

As further establishing the relationship in this 
triangle between man, missing link, and ape, Prot. 
Starr explains that “to the biologist simflarity means 
relationship and involves common descent. The chim- 
panzee and man resemble each other in all these vari- 
ous details because they are really blood of the same 
blood, bone of the same bone, flesh of the same flesh. 

“But this relationship does not signify that man 
is descended from the chimpanzee,” Prof. Starr is care- 
ful to explain. “No goologist, no evolutionist has ever 
taught such an idea. The relationship between the 
chimpanzee and ourselves is not that of parent aud 
child; it is not linéal; it is that of cousins: it is cok 
lateral. Man and the chimpanzee had a common an- 
cestor, which was neither man or chimpanzee. The 
descendants of this common ancester have varied along 
different lines, adapting themselves to different condi- 
tions, developing different tendericies and ways. Every 
part of every animal now living is directly related 40 
the life it leads, to the r de in which it lives. 


Gorilla Is 2 Cousin. 

“Just as the chimpanzee is related to us, so, too, 
are the gorilla and the orang. They, too, are cousins, de- 
scended from the common ancestor of man and chim- 
panzee. The difference between these anthropoids “{l- 


lustrates the delicate adjustment of each form to its 
surroundings. — 

Mr. Edwards, whose experience has brought him 
into contact with many chimpanzees, but also with 
orangs and gorillas, makes some interesting observa- 
tions. He calls attention to the difference between the 
external ear of the chimpanzee and the other apes, es- 
pecially the orang. In Mike and Joe —reverting once 
more to those intéresting—-may one be pardoned for 
saying “cousins” of ours here in Chleago— in Mike 
and Joe as well as in chimpanzees. generally, the outer 

ear is large, thin, quite prominent, projecting from the 
sw yg in the orang the ear,is small, the outer shell 
not strikingly developed. and the whole structure sets 
quite closely to the head 

Mr. Edwards attributes this difference to the fact 
that in Africa ‘the, chinpanzee is in constant danger 
from the leopard; he needs, to hear the slightest sound; 


‘his ear is suited to that need. The orang, living in dis- 


triots where he has no dangerous enemy, has less need 
of an ear adapted to catch the slightest sound.”

8 Along this line, one could not well 
escape the conclusion that our missing Unk— that earli- 
est man found in the cave of France must have had 
an outer ear like that of the chimpanzee. Without 
suitable weapons with which to defend himself, and 
surrounded by terrible wild beasts, some of which are 
no longer found upon earth, he certainly needed an ear 
which would hear the slightest sound. He could not tell 
when something would spring from the branch of a 
tree or from behind a clump of bushes. Eternal 
vigilance was the price of his life. Of liberty he had

plenty, and of law he probably knew nothing, save the 
law of the strongest.

There are certain plays and players that literally 
have Mttered the land with theatrical deaths, aa, for 
instance, the Shakspearean actor Robert Mantell. In 
his engagement this year this actor is respon- 
sible for eighty-five murders in a repertoire lasting 
three weeks. Mantell practically repeats the same 
repertoire, which includes “Hamlet,” “Othello,” “ Mac- 
beth,” “Romeo and Juliet,” “King Lear,” and Louis 
x1." every three weeks for a forty weeks’ tour.

The scene of confession is unquestionably the strongest scene of this strong play, 
but it actually seems artificial and unreal, if not trivial, compared with the magnifi- 
cent last act, in which the tortured father seeks to punish his son for the crime; the 
son wavers pathetically between his love for the parent and his infatuation for the 
woman he is shielding; the final tearful confession of the guilty woman is sobbed 
forth and the sympathetic explanations of the old friends take place.

A tipsy dandy follows a girl into the den 
and instantly three thugs empty his pockets, 
beat him terribly, throw him limp into the 
street, and divide the swag into three por- 
tions—not four, as the decoying girl gets 
none. These fellows take from their sweet- 
hearts, but don’t give. When two more giris 
come in from the pavement for a dance

| of writing a play synopsis. Scenarios are as 


individual and as varied in style as the plays 
themselves. They merely represent the au- 
thor’s description of the play he purposes 
writing. For instance, a person has an idea 
for a play. He works it out in his mind or 
on paper until he has it in comprehensive 
skeleton form. He is naturally anxious to 
tell some one about it, preferably a manager 
who might be sufficiently impressed with the 
idea to authorize him to go ahead and write 
it with the understanding that if the play

What?’ 

„With the help of Oscar Wilde and Richard 
Strauss the barelegged dancer made her ihi- 
tial bow to Broadway in the foremost Ameri- 
can palace of amusements, where before an 
audience made up of the social four hundred 
and the moneyed five thousand she appeared 
for one consecutive night as Salome.“ Writes

Since that widely advertised performance 
this miost indecent of all terpsichorean exhi- 
bitions has gone through the country like 
wildfire. Vaudeville has been literally de- 
moralized by it, and a dozen young women of 
indifferent ability—several of them had never 
been heard of before—have jumped into such 
fame that they have for a number of months 
commanded salaries equal to those received 
by our finest dramatic and musical artists.

The “Te 
moval of the duty would take about 2 
cents a pound off the price of sugar a 
lower every householder’s living expe 
There would be an aggregate saving of 
about $142,000,000 a year. Cheaper sugar 
would stimulate the manufacture and 
consumption of jams and jellies. There 
would be.a better demand for the prod- 
ucts of the American fruit growers. The 
Louisiana cane sugar industry, which has 
been kept alive by protection, would be 
hard hit, but the beet sugar industry in 
those parts of the country best suited to 
it would not be affected. , 

Much can be said for free sugar, but 
none of those who are arguing for it have 
pointed out how the government is_te get 
along without the sugar revenues. They , 
constitute about one-sixth of its customs 
receipts. Where should congress turn—- 
what new taxes should it impose—to make 
up for the $60,000, it would surrender 
by putting sugar the free list? To 
give up so much revenue during a period 
of deficits would be unpardonably bad 
financiering. The Wilson tariff bill, as it 
passed the house, had sugar on the free 
list. The Democrats in the senate, being 
‘wiser than those in the house, made it 
dutiable. But for that the measure would 
have been much worse from a revenue 
point of view than it turned out to be. 
The first American tariff act began: 
“Whereas, it is necessary for the sup- 
port of the government . , that du- 
ties be laid.” It is about asenecessary 
now as in 1789 that duties should be laid 
with an eye to the support of the gov- 
ernment.” That stands in the way of 
‘putting sugar on the free list, desirable 
as it would be for many reasons. 


DESTROY MADDENISM. 


The indictment of Madden and Boyle is 
a long step forward toward reform in lo- 
cal labor conditions. If these men are 
found guilty and punished adequately to 
the offenses which may be proved against 
them, not only will the business commu- 
nity, and reputable unionism of Chicago 
profit, but the whole country will be bene 
ted. 

The evil of labor blackmail so widely 
though in the maln so vaguely charged 
against union agents involves perhaps 
more than anything else the welfare of 
organized labor. It is the worst typeof 
parasitism and should be fought to the bit - 
ter end by the friends and forces of trade 
‘unionism. Too long has it cast diseredit 
on a movement which has its real founda- 
tion in justice and right, and the laboring 
man who realizes his own interest and 
the honor of his class will not rest while 
it exists. : 

As to Maddenism in Chicago, it is to 
be hoped that conditions are now ripe for 
a more effectual movement by the Federa- 
tion of Labor to organize in n the b building 
trades and thus draw away from an irre- 
sponsible boss and his clique the right 
minded and intelligent workmen they mis- 


| lead and exploit. Until this be accom- 


plished Maddeniem cannot fall to have a 
more or less compact body of victims to 
support it. Honest union labor should 
offer these men an honest organization un- 
der hénest and conservative leadership. 
‘The responsibility of employers to co- 
operate in such a movement by the recog- 
nition of a legitimate organization in the 
building trades ought by this time to have 
been brought home to them by the deplor- 
able events of Madden's reign. It is 
folly to expect, and it is wrong to hope, 
that the workmen can be bullied or manip- 
ulated out of the palpable advantage of 
organization: In this period of concentra- 
tion and organization, unionism is an in- 
evitable phenomenon of economic prog- 
ress and must be accepted and assisted to 
work out its legitimate ends legitimately. 
When well conducted, honest unions are 
broken up, disorganization brings Meade 
ism or Parksism eventually. 

There should be sensible recognition of 
this among employers and an effort to hold 
up the hands of honest trade_unionism in 
the working out of its legitimate functions 
in our modern economic and social or- 
ganism. 


TRESPASSING ON TRACKS. 

Nearly 1,500 trespassers. have been 
killed by the Pennsylvania road in the 
ast two years. The figures for 1908 
show 657 people killed and 791 injured. 
In 1907 the number killed was 822. The 
statement covers the conditions on but one 
of the large railroad systems in the coun- 
try. If the total of such deaths were to 
be reported it probably would bring as- 
tonishment. , 

The railroad men are much interested in 
checking this slaughter of human beings. 
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the account of the roads. The tramps 
and other trespassers have no right to be 
on the tracks. Warning signs are un- 
heeded by them. People waik right past 
such tions of danger. They do not 

the rights of corporate property. 
They cross railroad bridges. They tramp 
along the track. They sit down to rest 
on tie or rail. They try to catch rides on 
moving trains. They risk their lives by 
truck riding. No matter how dangerous 
a situation may be nor how plainly the 
indication of such danger is stated, some 
one is ready to take the chance. The re- 
sult is an average of two killings a day 
for two years. 

The Pennsylvania officials want laws 
enacted that will punish effectively any 
person who trespasses upon the right of 
‘way of steam or electric railroad. Rec- 
ommendations for such legislation have 
been made by. the state railroad comniis- 
sions of Pennsylvania and Indiana and 
by associations of railroad men.

Vladimir was, of all the members of the 
impertal house of Russia, the best known 
abroad, and the one in closest touch with 
the outer world. He and the grand duchess 
were quite as much at home in Paris as in 
St. Petersburg, and during the reign of the 
old kaiser, Viadimir S persona gratissima 
at the court of Berlin. Net only as the fa- 
vorite grand nephew of the late Emperor 
William but also as husband of one of the 
most German of Russian grand duchesses— 
namely: Maria Paulowne, by birth a duch- 
ess of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. Vladimir 
was always selected to represent the imperial 
family abroad on the occasion of royal mar- 
riages, jubilees, coronations, and obsequies, ' 
and was on intimate terms with the reigning 
house of Spain; so much so\that matrimonial 
alliances were at one time rumored between 
his sons and the sisters of King Alfonso. 


— 

In England, too, the Viadimirs were fre- 
quent visitors, likewise at Vienna, but their 
staye at Berlin have been less frequent since 
the accession of the present kaiser to the 
throne. He and the grand duchess did not 
get on well together, and it is on that account 
perhaps that.she became so ultra-Slav and 
even anti-German, ultimately joining the 
Russian Orthodox church, after having re- 
fused for the first quarter of a century of 
her married life to abandon the Lutheran 
faith, in which she had been reared. 

Viadimir, who in his younger days was the 
most good looking, the most dashing, and, I 
am sorry to say, also the most dissipated, 
prince of his house, was singularly free from 
prejudices, and although in Russia he showed 
himself unfriendly to the Jewish race, /yet 
when in Paris bothahe and the grand duch- 
ess were frequent visitors at their town man- 
sions and country houses. It was not only 
French Jews whose hospitality they thus 
enjoyed, but @ven rich Russian Jews, such 
as the Gunzbergs, and rich bankers who 
could not even have obtained access to 
Viadimir in St. Petersburg, found no diffi- 
culty in securing him as a genial guest at 
houses which they owned in Paris or country 
places which they had leased in the vicinity 
of the French metropolis.

That Gen. de Lafayette, the companion in 
arms of George Washifgton, Was in 1880 
a candidate for the throne of Belgium isa 
fact which has just been brought to light by 
the Memoirs of Firmin Rogier, who for thir- 
ty-five years represented Belgium as chargé 
d’affaires and as minister in Paris, and 
whose elder brother, Charles Rogier, was 
one of the leaders of that revolution which 
brought about Belgium’s emancipation from 
Dutch rule and the birth of her independence. 
The Belgian envoy in his reminiscences en- 
titled Un Diplomate Belge a Paris de 1830 
a 1865 "’ mentions that, realizing the obstacles 
to the candidature of the duke of Nemours, 
son of. King Louis Philippe of France, and 
4 the duke of Leuchtenberg, son of Eugene 
de Beauharndis, and nephew of Queen Hor- 
tense, he warmly championed the cause of 
De Lafayette, who expressed himself as 
| Teady to rule over Belgium, either as king 
or as president of the republic. 

Many of the leading men in Belgium, and 
also in/France, were strongly in favor of the 
plan, But there was such an amount of op- 
position on the part of the foreign powers, 
who objected to the creation of a new re- 
public in Europe, and who were equally 
averse to the birth of a new foreign dynasty 
of the house of Lafayette, that the plan had 
to be abandoned, and through the maneuvers 
of Lord Palmerston, Prince Leopold of Saxe- 
Coburg, widower of Princess Charlotte of 
Wales, was elected king, the opposition of 
King Louise Philippe to the plan being over- 
come by the negotiation of a matrimonial 
alliance between one of his daughters and 
the new king.

If you examine the formulas end philoso- 
phies upon the acceptance of which your 
character and destiny are both supposed to 
rest you will be surprised to find how little 
they have to do with the deep and eterna) 
realities of Theology concerns itseif 
principally matters about which we 
never cam have precise information, where 
uncertainty is most certain to be discovered, 
and oftem with those matters which, if they 
were settled eta ay would lose all in- 
terest to us. 

People were happy in their enjoyment of 
this fair world long before the invention of 
the nebular hypothesis. They 9 to 
stay on the ground long before the discovery 
of the law of gravitation. No man would 
be condemned to be chained to the earth for 
tear of falling off because he refused to 
believe that law. 

The. great thing to do is to accept the 
facts as they are for working purposes. 
That is the only pathway into larger under- 
standing of the laws of our universe, The 
mechanic who obeys the elementary laws of 
physics is a better scientist than he who 


universe. 

Theology properly ie just our attempt to 
read something of the laws that reign in 
the higher reaches of our life. Its value de- 
pends on our use of the laws. It will not 
keep you from internal disturbances and re- 
grets to indorse the theories of modern die- 
tetics; neither will your wholesale recep- 
tion of the elaborations of moderm and an- 
cient theology save you from conflict with 
the laws of the life of the spirit. 

All thinking is for the purposes of living.

The poorest kind of a religion in this world 
is the one that can be embalmed in a theo- 
logical mummy case, dried up dust, labeled, 
and laid away, awesome with antiquity but 
utterly helpless. The life has died out of 
any faith when it can be thus cased up and 
catalogued. A vital belief always defies pre- 
cise analysis and the ‘processes of pigeon- 
holing. 

As soon as the heretics all die in a church 
the church dies. ‘The heretics are those who 
leave yesterdey’s forms for today’s facts. 
The only dangerous heresies are thege: 
When we love and lie and refusethe truth for 
when pride persuades us to be singular’ in 
error rather than to be lost in the larger 
company who see the truth. 

If you are perplexed over opinions in mat- 
ters of religion turn from the uncertainties 
to the certainties. We can all agree that love 
is better than hate, that right is better than 
wrong; that it is better to live up than to 
die down; that it is better to lift up than to

Having reason to believe that these two © 
functionaries in question were acting in ac- 


party, which virtually controls the national 
legislature, he declined to respond to the 
peremptory summons of that body to appear 
before it immediately, In to explain 
his reasons for getting rid of the two men in 
question, and for appointing in their stead 
‘soldiers whom he knew to be absolutely 
loyal to their sovereign. He declared that 
(he would have something to say about the 
matter a week later. 

Achmet Riza Bey, leader of the Young Turk 
party, and president of the legislature, chose 
to assume that the new ministers of war and 
of the navy had been appointed with a view 
to a coup d'etat, for the purpose of suppress- 
ing constitutional government ‘and restoring 
to the sultan his former absolute powers. He 
insisted that the delay of Kiamil in furnish- 
ing an explanation was merely in to 
obtain time to complete all the pre tions 
for the stroke in question, and denounced 
the grand vizier’s refusal to forthwith com- 
ply with the demands of the chamber as con- 
stituting an insult and a contemptuous dis- 
regard for its authority. A most eloquent 
and able man, he worked up not only his 
Young Turk adherents but likewise the mem- 
bers of the other factions in the house to 
such a pitch of indignation against the aged 
grand vizier that they passed by a vote of 
198 against 8 a demand for his dismissal. 
The president of the chamber thereupon 
betook himself to the sultan in order to 
convey to him the demands of the chamber, 
and it speaks volumes for the real character 


parliament’s presiding officer that the latter 
considered it necessary for his safety to have 
himself escorted to the imperial palace by a 
couple of regiments, of whose support the 


fact, the regiments form part of several that 
have been brought from Macedonia to the 

tropolis in order to give weight to the 
wishes of the Young Turks and to protect 
them from any harm on the part of the sultan 
and the reactionaries. 

We are told in the dispatches that the sul- 
tan received Achmet Riza Bey very ungra- 
cilously; which is not to be wondered at under 
the circumstances. It was only after a long 
interview, and after the sultan had assured 
himself that Kiamil would not consent to 
hold office any longer under existing condi- 
tions, that he finally yielded, and reluctantly 
confided the seals of grand vizier to Hilmi 
Pasha. 


—~- 

Now, Hilmi Pasha is no stranger to those 
who have made a study of Ottoman affairs in 
recent years. He earned an unenviable repu- 
tation as governor general of Macedonia, for 
the cleverness with which, under the most 
courteous and agreeable manners and hospl- 
tality, he contrived to block and obstruct all 
the work of the corps of foreign inspector 
generals and officers of gendarmerie appoint- 
ed by the great powers to secure the intro- 
duction of the long promised reforms in that 
Thristian province. Hilmi was the first ot 
the generals and officers of the highest rank 
to throw in his lot with the new régime last 
summer. In fact, had he not gone over to 
the ledders of the pronunctamento, carrying 
with him the powerful army under his com- 
mand, it is doubtful whether the revolution 
of last year would have proved successful. 
The sultan relied upon the loyalty of Hilmi 
Pasha and of his troops, and it was only when 
he learned that he had gone over to the mu- 
tineers that he gave way and surrendered to 
the demands for the revival of a Sonatina 
tional government. 

On the formation of the n by old 
Kiamil, Hilmi, through the support ot the 
Young Turks, secured the post of minister 
of the interior, and it is well to keep in mind 
the fact that as soon as he learned of Kiamil’s 
dismissal of the ministers of war and of the 
navy, and of the fact that they were about 
to be backed up by the Young Turks, us 
mediately tendered his own resignation on 
the ground that he did not find it possible to 
work in harmony with Kiamil. Not only has 
Hilmi now become premier but he and the 
president of the chamber, Achmet Riza Bey, 
have been able to force the sultan to consent 
to the reappointment of the ministers dis- 
missed by Kiamil to their former offices’ 
That is to say, the padishah has had to re- 
store to the head of the army and navy, re- 
spectively, the men who had been sum- 
marily turned out for being concerned in 
what is now known to have been a plot to 
depose him in favor of Prince Jussuf-Issed- 
din, and has been forced to dispense with 
the services not only of Kiamil himself but 
also of the two generals whom the latter had 
appointed ten days ago as ministers of war 
and the navy, respectively. That is why I 
say that the cabinet crisis of last week at 
Constantinople bodes fll for the padishah. 

There is a widespread disposition abroad, 
and especially in this country, to regard with 
sympathy everything done by the Young 
furks, largely because the revolution of 
last summer was accomplished without 
bloodshed. To how great an extent Achmet 
Riza Bey and his supporters deserve the 
credit for this, is a matter concerning which 
the most contradicto opinions are ex- 
pres As I havé mentioned before in 
these letters, the revolution was brought 
about in the main by two causes. One was 
the nonpayment of the troops in Macedonia: 
troops that canstituted the flower of the 
army, the well educated subaltern officers 
being the worst sufferers in the matter; 
whiie the other cause was the impression 
created after the meeting of the czar and 
Ming Edward at Reval, that Russia and 
Enxiand were about to actively intervene 
in Macedonia. Had the troops and their 
subaltern officers received even part of the 
pay coming to them, and had the meeting at 
Reval not taken place, there would prob- 
ably have been no military pronunciamento. 

he Young Turks took advantage of the 
latter, and, realizing how much they had 
to rely upon the good will of the army and 
of the great powers, acted, it must be con- 
fessed, with a circumspection that excited 
the admiration of the entire civilized world. 
Above all, they restrained their sentiments 
of natural revenge against those at whose 
hands they had, rightly or wrongly, suf- 
fered persecution.
